But in Ceylon he will fad tha
mountain soenery which is wanting in the
somewhat efleminnie landscape of the :-mu!n
Islands., From the territery arlse ihe massive
heights of the Kandy mountain rapge, oyer-
topped hﬁ the Ploof Adaw, which towers high
the sky.
m}_llx:lr}uni llw)mo'ﬂ. enchanting roads In ihe
world is that slong the western shores of the
sea which connects the eapital, Colombo, with
Point de Galle, The colouy 1= indebted to the
English administration for this road as well us
for ull the other means of communication on
the island. Similar to & park alley belween
Point de Galle sod Colombo, for au uninier
rupted line of seventy miles, this road on both
sides is shaded by lugh palm trees, the intervals
between which sre thiled out as with a curtain
by orchidaceons plants and other crecpers. On
hfs right band toe travelier perceives the mas-
give centre of the Kandy Mouantains, and on his
Jeft the sea constantly animated by the move-
ments of those fishing boats of an original con-
gtruction which are culled colamarans, The
villages are surrounded by clusters ol cocoa and
grecn trees, When Le approaches the capital,
the old Dutch villas wre succeeded by more
modern constructions, At last he arrives at the
charming village ol Colpatty, which is sheltered
by a dome of gigantic tumarind trees, aud at
once he fnas himselt hetore the fortied front
of the cily, on the plain of Galle Faas, covered
over with u thick ecarpet ol convolvulas and
their brilliant red flowers,

Nelther Galle nor Colombo possess acharncter
of remarkable originality; well-preserved forh-
fleations, in the {uterior gome churches bullt in
the seventeenth century, large streeis shaded
by hiblscus trees oue hundred years old, the
classic houses of one story of the tropieal cli-
mates, with verandabs and pillared porticoes—
this is the general nspect of the two cities, of
which the second 18 much more important than
the first, Tne great churm of Ceylon, to the
stranger, lies in its nutoral beauty—much less,
howeyer, on the seashore, where nature has
been tamed and brooght vuder coitore, than in
the virgin forests where she is still in her pri-
mitlve state. Nothing 15 20 beautiful as those
jmmunee masses of verdure which, when seen
from the top of an eminence, in soft undula-
tions resch as {ar ns the horizon, Nothing
can do full justiee to the impression which is
produced ou the traveller when he penetrates
under these secular cunopies, high and solemn
hike cathedrals, where, even at nonn, the rays
of the gun only shed o faint and doubtful light,
In the midst of Lthese torests llve the Veddas,
the lagt descendants of the natives, who are
8iill to-dny us snvoge as they wore two thousand

ears ago, when thelr ancestors were driven

ack Into the interior of the island by the In-
dian conqueror Wilayo, five hundred and forty-
three years before Christ, Here you find also
the imposing rulus of the uncient eapituls of
Ceylon, Pollanarrua and Anuradbapura, which
testify of the splendor of a paet eivilization.
The tirst of these oitics covered a epace of thirty
miles in length and four im breadib. The
place where the palaces stood 1s marked by walls
covered with rich soulptures, that of the tem-

les or viharas by colossal statues of Buadna,

ity feet nigh, The bronze palace, bLullt by the
King Guimoonoo, repoged on 1800 pillars of
granite, erected In forty parallel lines, and
which contained not less than 900 apartments,
distributed in nive gtories, one above the asher,
The bullding received its pame from the metn he
roof which covered the whole. In Anurad-
hapurs, & whole mountain, that of Mihintsls,
had been cut out for a wwmole, while the re-
miltns of another vot less glgantic pagodn, that
of Maha Stoopa, would actually furnish enoueh
brick# to construet a wali ten feet high and one
ool thick from London to Edinburzh. 0! all
constructions the most remarkab’e, whose de-
struction is the most to be regrotied, were the

vist water reservoirs which formerly secured 1o
the whole islamd an inexhaustible fertility,
Theso were real artificinl lakes of ten, ffteeh,
and twenty miles in circumierence, which fur-

nighed the water for the canals of {rngation in

suflicient quantity to fertilize whole proviness

which India s to-day obliged to provide w{”;

rice necessury to feed its Inbabitants, There

were formerly distributed over the fsland thirty
of these artitieinl lnkes, and slx to seven hun-
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to roverelen, lad been traneferred duaring o
rulod'or 2387 Jenrs, wan called Brl Wikrama
tajn Biughn, He was dethraned and imprl
soned in the Indinn forress of Vellore, where
ho lived till 132, His subjecis snw in his
downfall, uot the loss of an independence by
which they profited bot litle, but rither toe
tnd of u bated and detested tyranny, for s
relgn wan bt o loug series of the most sungui-
nary attocities,

While submitting the whole Kland to their
rule, the English hed good sense enough to
declare that religlous worsbip should remain
absolotely free. Ceoylon has, in fact, been the
| premiscd lund of Buddhism sloee the time it
was first introduced there—316 before Christ.
There, on the top of the lofty rack which crowns
| the Ple ol Adam, 15 found the reverent impress

on which the tollowers of Bakjs Mooni porceive
the foofprint of Buddha as clearly as the Brah-
mine e in it that of 8iva, and the Mobamme-
dans that of Adam, The Jooiprint sheltered by
au open pagoda has not less than five feet in
lengrh, One pets to it by means of froo chains
throvgh a staircase hewn into the rook, and the
pilgrimages ik ustially terminated by an offering
of thododendron flowers, In  Ceylon, near
Anuradhupurns, is seen also the tree Bodld,
swered sbove all others, and certainly histor-
cally the oldest of 1he yogeiable kingdom, since
authentioally it wes planted 288 years before
Christ, Lasily, in Kaundy, in a spécial temple,
thote is preserved in the innermost part of the
sanctunry, the Dalada, the tooth ol the same
Sukja Moounl, miraculously preserved [rom \he
pile where the reat of hid body was burnod.
Thoee who have hud the original good fortane
to look at I, report that It 15 two inches in
lengtih, and scemas rather to have been taken
out of the juw ot acrocodile thun from a homnn
moutli; probably its size has been proporitoned
to thut of the footprint of which we just made
mention,

Cinnamon, which for eo long was the glory
and the wesalth of Ceylon, figures to-day oun the
fist o1 the prodoets ol the island only for
memory’s sake; and the hlstory ol {ts grandenr,
followed by 1is full, s fertile in economieal in-~
gtrucilons, of which Grent Britnin was wise
enough toprotit. Under the Government of the
Dutch, any encronohment on the monopoly
which It lald claim to was punisned with thi
vntmwost severity, The Boglish administration,
lews gevere, nevertheless preserved this mono-
poly up to the year 1832, and then renounced It
oply In the firm conviction that nature had
gitted Ceylon with this precious tree to the ex-
clusion of wll other colonies: but some other
countries, above ull Java, very soon destroyed
this illusion, and the Goverument which un-
wisely hed taxed the exportaiion of cinnamon
with 3s. per pound, in & very short time saw
itzelf outllanked by competition. Valnly it de-
oreased the duties, vainiy it sold, ouo afier the
other, its splendld cinnamon gardens of 15 to 20
wiles in circumference—the hen with *the
golden eggs had been killed, the gardens were
cut down and transformed into villag, and the
whole of the crop, the taxes on which tormerly
were sufficient to pay more than the half of the
expenses of the coluny, dince 1563 amounts not
even (o more thao one million of ftapes,
Another source of wealth seemg likewlse to
have dried up, at leust for the present; we mean
the peari fishery which, on the nocthwest const
of &m island, from Negombn to Manaar, was
carried on trom timeé tmemorial. Still, in the
year 1863, it patd tnxes to the extent of 1,275,000
fraucs; bot, in 1864, whether the fishing had
passed the limits ol moderation, or lor any other
reason, the fuct could no longer be denivd that
this preclous oyster hind disappeared—und sinee
that time it bas not resppeared,

This double mishap was fortunately amply
compenzated by the exirnordinary development
which the Enghsh gave to the prodoction of
collee,

Their predecessors had not been in the eitna.
tion to direct their attention to this object on
account of their not being the musters of the
central part of the 1sland, the only portion
whers the nature of the co0il is favorable to this
branch of eulture, Great Britain begnn with it
in 1815; from: 18256 the Governor of Ueylon, Sir
Edward Barues, understood that the fature of
the islopd was therews, and bhe gave ita strong
mmpulse by estublishing himeelf, on his private
eslates in Gapparcova, the first somewhat im-
portant plantalion in the country. His exam-
ple rapidly tound imitstion: all the mountains
around Kandy, us well as most of the large vul-
leys in the interior, were soon covered with cot-
fee plantations, and durleg seyveral years twenly
thousand hectares of land belonging to the
crown were yearly gold und lmmedintely cleared
for cultivation of coffee,

Circumstances fuvored this rapldly rislng new
culture. At the very time when the metropolis
considerably reduced the import duties on
coffee the competition ot the other coflee pro-
ducing countries “‘ih‘-{l!lm!)' zed by the gquestion
ol emuncipstion and by itbe abolition of the
glave trade, while, on the contrary, Ceylon in-
cessantly received wew laborers from ITudin, g0
that from year to year the exportation in-
creaced, and in the year 1808 reacliecd a value of
63,000,000 of francs, At no time had cinnamon
ever given such splendid results, and if the
prophecies of the colonists may be relied upou,
within a very short time they itend to reach &
yearly production ol 100,000 tous of cotfee,
valued at more than 126,000,000 of francs.

The average crop of Brazil amounnts to 125,000
tovs per year; but during these latter times, the
];rmluctwn Las remained statiovary, Thut of
Juva, which seems to decrense, is 67,000 tons,
The total yearly crop ofull the countries lu the
world which produce coffee, is estimated at
150,000 tons.

In this enumeration of the produets of Ceylon
it would be unjust notte mention the favorite
tree of ite inhubitants—the preclous cocon tree
—of which the izland is supposed 10 possess
twenty milllons. Although, ' the list of colos
niul products, it igures fur behind that of coifee
nevertheless the production of eocoanut ol
within the last ffteen years has incressed ten-
fold, and amounted, in 1857, to over tive millions
of frapes.

Thus while, on the one hand, fortune pro-
vided Ceylon with new sources of riches, on the
other it took awasy from it old ones, such as ¢lu-
ramon and the pearl oyster.  As to its precious
glones, whose reputation goes ba:k to the re-
motest antiguity, and which were vaunied by
Marco Polo in such an enthuslastic manner,
they vield to-dny scarcely more than 250,000
france per year. ~ Here and there some are sull

Another fallen glory of Ceylon s the clo-
pliaut, who, If he hus not entirely disappenred
irom the colony before the progress ot civili
zatlon, at least is made much less use of than
formerly, In Folut de Galle and Colombo ele.
phants sre seen but exceptionally; thoy are
reproached with frightening the borses, wid the
Englizh, m their prossic munner, deciare that
the latter, near cities, ure more economical nnd
more ueelul,  For the loosl service about sixty
elephants were formerly kept, while to-duy
their number for the same Purpose amounts
penrcely to more than a dozen, and slthongh
there may still be msny in the intorior of the
fsland in thekr savige stale, one would probu-
bly no longer see those splendid herds of two
bundred heads, of which, duriug the St times
of 1he English oteupation, frequent mention is
made, Bir Emerson Tennant gives a Iisely
desoription of one of the last great elephant
hunts which teok place. Ou such oceasions
nothing |8 more curlious than the intelligonce
with which the tamed elephants fuldl their

psit in these dellente operslions, which with-

1846-47, three thousand five hundred elephanis
were killed, and from 1951 to 1858 two thousand
woere killed in the southern provinee, It by,
therefore, to be fustly feared that in the course
of the nineteenth century the elephant in Ceylon
will paes out of existence. Alrendy, at present,
many travellers visit Point de Galle or Colombo
without havimg seen any of these colossis of
the O1d Werld,
